Lord Carliugforcl, President of the 


Council and Minister of Agriou'tnre, re- 
plying in the English House of Lords 
Wednesday, to Lord Dunraven's re- 
marks regarding the condition of the 
people in Ireland, said accounts from 
distressed districts had been decidedly 
more encouraging during the last few 
weeks. He said the Government were 
agreed that emigration was the best ant 
inevitable remedy for the distress, but 
ihey have no rights nor was it naoessary 
to force it back ou the people. The 
Government had received a hopefu 
offer for the removal of a number of se 
looted families across the Atlantic. In 
consequence of this statement the]) mo 
tion of Lord Duuraven for the adoption 
of a schema of emigration was with 
drawn. These people are to be landec 
in New York vrithoat a dollar in the 
world.

eminent with a cheap emigrant ticket 
they are exiled froca their native homes 
and are cast.helplessly upon Hhe chari 
ties of strangers in a strange land. Per 
sons, perhaps of a turbulent disposition 
reckless and iguorant^they have no 
spect for law at home, and being uude 
sirable citizens of^the English Govern 
ment they are ^exported to America to 
become "good citiztms" of a free an< 
enlightened Republic.

A physician there informed 
a Sun reporter that leprosy is increas- 
ing at such a rate in the United States 
that the time is not far distant when 
lepers will be confined in some isolated 
place. Among the secludod oases now 
in the city is an American, who con- 
tracted the disease in Honolulu and 
came to Philadelphia for treatment 
Dr. Pafford, a specialist in dermatology, 
was asked: 
"Have you met with an;

He said, "It is very difficult to detect 
There have been two or three cases 
treated, but I believe they secrete theii 
sick.

Not long since 
a leper who escaped from (he leper 
colony at Molokai, in the Sandwich Is 
lands, made his way to Salem. Mass 
He was recently :u the Workhouse 
there. The authorities made eflorts to 
get him into our Charily Hospital, bu 
our Commissioners had lepers enough 
He died the other day."
